NAME TATOOED 
ON BODY IS CLUE 
IN OCEAN DEATH 


* West Palm Beach. Fla., August 24. 
(United News.)—The dimly tatooed 
name Robert Dammur. found on the 
flesh of a corpse washed ashore in 
a roughly boarded coffin vesterday, 
stood tonight as the single clue that 
might lead to identity of the body. 

The gruesome find, it was revealed 
at a coroner's inquest today had beon 
tied to the box with a heavy black 
rope, binding the legs, neck and arms. 
Jt was impossible to tell whether the 
man had met a violent death, how- 
‘ever. There was some indication he 
had been a sailor. 

The body had been in the water 
more than a month. Probably the 
coffin containing it had been washed 
up from some Atlantic depth as a 
result of the recent tropical storms. 

The body was buried in Potters 
field.

GUNVIGT SLASHES 
GUARD Al PRISUN 


Rebellious at Prison Rou- 
tine, Aged Life-Termer 
Seriously Wounds Offi- 
cer at State Farm, 


Milledgeville, Ga., August 24.—() 
After rebelling. against further labor 
at the prison farm, Sam Fulford, 65- 
year-old convict serving a life term 
for murder, attacked Alonzo Califf, 
prison guard, with a knife today, in- 
flicting probably fatal injuries. 

Fulford, formerly a resident of Al- 
amo, Ga., was sentenced to the electric 
chair for slaying a Wheeler county 
policeman two years ago but his sen- 
tence was commuted. 

When the prisoners were lined up 
for duty today Fulford told guards 
he did not care to work on the prison 
farm any longer and refused to fall 
in line. Warden J. M. Burke was 
called and Califf and the warden con- 
ducted Fulford to a cell in the death- 
house. 

As the guard opened the death- 
cell door Fulford drew a long kitch- 
en knife that he had concealed in his 
clothing and attempted to stab War- 
den Burke. Califf came to the res- 
cue of Burke and received a_ long, 
deep gash across the abdomen. Phy- 
sicians say he has little chance to re- 
cover. 

Fulford is being held in solitary 
confinement in the death cell.

Monoplane France Jumps 
at Dawn But Lands at 
Le Bourget; Other Fliers 
Planning Flight. 


Le Bourget, France, August 25.— 


failed in an attempt to make a non- 
stop flight to America early today 
when it returned to the field here a 
few minutes after taking off at 6:07 
o'clock. 

New York was the destination of 
the fliers. 

Captain Louis Coudouret, pilot, 
dropped most of the plane’s supply of 
gasoline, overboard when the plane 
failed to gain sufficient height after 
the take-off.

Three in Plane. 

In the plane were Captain Cou- 
douret, Count Louis De Mailly-Nesle, 
relief pilot and world war ace, and 
Captain Louis Mailleux, navigator. 

After landing it was announced 
that a new start would be made as 


soon as the plane was refueled, if 
weather conditions continued favor- 
able. 

Besides Captain Coudouret, Captain 
Diendonne Costes and Bert Acosta 
hope to pilot planes from Europe to 
America within the next few days. 

It was believed that Coudouret’s 
projected flight would speed plans of 
Costes and Charles A. Levine, Acos- 
ta’s passenger and backer. Mabel 
Boll, the “Queen of Diamonds,” who 
has met failure in starting trans- 
Atlantic hops, was at Croydon air- 
drome today awaiting the arrival of 
Levine and Acosta from Amsterdam. 

Levine Due Soon. 

Officials at the airdrome said they 
expected Levine’s plane to arrive 
about 11:30 a. m. Saturday. Stores 
of gasoline are awaiting at the field 
and it was believed the Americans 
would attempt a quick getaway.

Envoys of 15 Nations in 
Paris for Meet; Kellogg 
Pays Official Visit to 
Minister Briand.

Paris, August 24.—(/)—Plenipo- 
tentiaries representing 15 nations 
were gathering here tonight to enter 
a written undertaking on behalf of 
their government; that is, among 


themselves. They will renounce war 
as an instrument of national policy. 
When this formality is completed the 
pact will open for the adherents of 
47 other nations. 

The signing of the original 15 will 
bring together the greatest diplomatic 
gathering in Paris since the consum- 
mation of the Peace Treaty of 1919. 
All the Paris newspapers bring out 
the analogy between the arrivals of 
“two great American citizens, Wilson 
and Kellogg, bent on the mission of 
establishing peace on earth.” 

Acts of Courtesy. 

As the statesmen are here to sign 
a pact that has already been nego- 
tiated, their meetings and conversa- 
tions will be more acts of courtesy 
and of diplomatically taking one an- 
other’s measure, than anything else. 

Secretary Kellogg and Foreign Min- 
ister Briand, of France, met for the 
first time today. It was Mr. Kellogg’s 
first official duty to call at the French 
foreign office and he talked there with 
M. Briand for three-quarters of an 
hour. Myron T. Herrick, United States 
ambassador, and George A. Gordon, 
first secretary of the United States 
embassy, accompanied the head of 
their department. 

Visits American Embassy. 

At the American embassy, where 
Secretary Kellogg went immedigtely 
after his arrival this morning, hé re- 
ceived a number of callers. Among 
them were Hugh R. Wilson, minister 
to Switzerland; Hugh G. Wallace, for- 
mer ambassador to France, and Mrs. 
Wallace. 

Maurice Bunau-Varilla, proprietor 
of the Paris Matin and a warm friend 
of America, and Stephane Lauzanne, 
editor of the paper, also called on 
Secretary Kellogg. 

The secretary found time to drive 
out to the American hospital to ask 
for J. Theodore Marriner, chief of the 
western European division of the state 
department. Mr. Marriner had assist- 
ed in making arrangements for the 
notable signing ceremony here next 
Monday but on Wednesday was tak- 
en ill with pleurisy. Physicians told 
Seeretary Kellogg that their patient 
was improving but they suggested that 
it would be wiser not to visit him. 


KELLOGG6 TO VISIT. 
IRISH PRESIDENT. 

Dublin, Irish Free State, August 
24.—(#/)—Secretary of State Kellogg 
is expected to arrive in Ireland from 
France aboard the U. S. S. Detroit 
next ‘Thursday to return the visit of 
President Cosgrave of the Irish Free 
State, 

An elaborate procession will mark 
the entrance of Mr. Kellogg through 
the city and after a procession from 
the port to the capital, the secretary 
will be received at the mansion house. 
A state banquet will be given followed 
by a ball. 

The next day’s program includes a 
formal] visit to President Cosgrave, a 
banquet by the governor general at the 
vice regal lodge in the evening and 
later a reception at the American le- 
gation. 

It is expected that Mr. Kellogg will 
go to London Sunday night and will 
spend 24 hours there before sailing 
on the Leviathan.

Otis Kimbrell Is Found by 
Side of Mason-Turner 
Road With Skull Badly 
Fractured. 


The source of his injuries still a 
mystery late Friday night Otis Kim- 
brell, 22, of Austell, was at Grady 
hospital near death with a badly frac- 
tured skull.

Baltimore, August 24.—()—Sixteen 
Brazilians, stowaways in the hold of 
an American steamship, Steel Inventor, 
were trapped under battened hatches 
in deadly fumes of hydrocyanic’ acid 
used to fumigate the ship at quaran- 
tine here today. 

Seven died, two more were in the 
hospital tonight in serious conditions 
and seven others were in custody of 


immigration officials investigating the 
effort to smuggle the men to this 


country. 


Two climbed a rope that somebody 


had left hanging from a_ ventilator 
and broke through the ventilator cov- 
ering to tumble onto the deck, giving 
quarantine authorities their first 
knowledge there were men in the hold.

WILD QUIBURS! 
OF BUYING SENDS 
STOCKS SOARING 


Lid of Market Blown Off 
as Bulls Shoot Prices of 
Favorites to New High 
Levels. 


New York, August 24.—(/)—Spec- | 
tators for the advance blew the lid 
from today’s stock market and prices 
advanced $2 to $16.50 a share in the 
wildest orgy of buying since the long 
string of 3,000,000 and 4,000,000 share 


markets last spring. 

Nearly two-score issues, including 
such p@pular shares as American Can, 
American Smelting, Chrysler, Inter- 
national Nickel, Montgomery Ward, 
National Cash Register, Sears-Roe- 
buck and Union Carbide, established 
new high records for the year, or 
longer. The average of 20 leading 
industrial shares compiled by the As- 
sociated Press was lifted nearly 3 
point to within a small fraction of 
the record high for all time. 

An unexpected drop of nearly $23,- 
000,000 in federal reserve brokers’ 
loans released a flood of buying or- 
ders which had been held in check 
for several months by high money 
rates. Wall street had expected an 
increase of $100,000,000 or more in 
loans. “Bear” traders, who had sold 
heavily in anticipation of such an in- 
crease, took a terrific beating as they 
struggled to cover their commitments 
in a runaway market. 

Many issues opened up with over- 
night advances of 1 to 5 points. Ar- 
mour A., Chrysler and National Cash 
Register all opened with initial trans- 
actions of 10,000 shares each at new 
high records. Other blocks ranged 
from 500 to 9,500 shares. Pools, plen- 
tifully supplied with funds despite 
the recent credit stringency and the 
7 per cent call money rate, placed 
enormous buying orders and succeed- 
ed in obtaining a large public follow- 
ing. Waves of profit-taking swept 
through the market at intervals, but 
these were easily absorbed and final 
quotations were around the highest of 
the day. 

Montgomery Ward was the spectac- 
ular individual feature, soaring 14% 
points to 219 1-2, in contrast to a 
low of 169 earlier in the year, and 
a price of 21 3-4 less than four years 
ago. Adams Express rallied 14 points, 
Wright Aeronautical 10 3-8 and Air 
Reduction, Allied Ghemical, General 
Motors, Atlantic Refining, Case 
Threshing, Houston Oil and Sears- 
Roebuck were among the long list of 
issues to advance 5 points or more, 

Several Explanations. 


Wall street had several explanations 
for the drop in loans in the face of a 


rising stock market during the past 
week. The dissolution of several bond 
syndicates, which had borrowed heav- 
ily on unsold securities and then liqui- 
dated their commitments, probably 
was the chief reason. Outright pur- 
chase of securities for cash was an- 
other. Buying for the account of 
pools, which had previously arranged 
their financing, also was given as & 
factor. Then. too, it was said in bank- 
ing quarters that there probably was 
heavy borrowing in non-member fed- 
eral reserve banks, the loans of which 
do not appear in the weekly totals. 
Wall street was warned tonight,

Deeran was brought into court sev- 
eral weeks ago on his request to be al- 
lowed to enter a guilty plea, but balk- 
ed at the lauguage of the indictment, 
declaring he had shot, although the 
act was not prompted by “intent to 
murder.” The judge declined to re- 
ceive his plea.

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BONDS PAY BIG DIVIDENDS. 


From a survey of the bonded in- 
debtednesses of all the states, just 
completed by the Bank of America 
National association, of New York, 
the disclosure is made that the most 
prosperous states in the union are 
those with the heaviest issues of 
bonds outstanding. 

There are only four states with- 
out bonds, and of the other 44 
Georgia shows the lowest bonded 
indebtedness, but the survey, of 


course, does not cover the $35,-iipe 
000,000 owed by the state highway | Parent-Teacher 
department, which is a state obliga-; .)

tion. 

As to Georgia’s small bonded in- 
debtedness of $1.54 per capita, all 
other states in the south, with the 
exception of Florida, which has no 
outstanding bonds, shows bonded in- 
debtednesses of from $5 to $50 per 
capita, with North Carolina show- 
ing the highest. And the fact is 
outstanding that farm lands in North 
Carolina bring an average of from 
$100 to $500 an acre, as compared 
to an average of from $10 to $50 
in Georgia. California's bonded in- 
debtedness is almost 20 times 
greater than Georgia, and California 
is one of the most prosperous States 
in America. 

The states of the corn and wheat 
belt, where lands not as fertile or 
as economically tillable as in Georgia, 
have bonded indebtednesses many 
times greater than ours and their 
agricultural lands are practically un- 
purchasable, and the poorest of 
them sell, when a purchase can be 
made, at around $200 an acre. 

It is not a sign of material wel- 
fare that a state refuses to capitalize 
‘its resources for conservative de- 
velopment. Most of the bonded in- 
debtednesses of states have been 
created for road construction. Any 
dependable, durable connected 
paved highway will automatically 
quadruple farm land values adjacent 
or even in close proximity. It has 
been the building of connected 
paved highways that has enhanced 
farm values in other states, brought 
practically all available land into cul- 
tivation, and added materially to the 
economic welfare of all the people. 

Georgia has farming advantages 
that are superior from every stand- 
point as to soil and climate, and 
adaptabflity to a variety of money 
crops. This ought to be one of 
the most highly developed states in 
America through its vast rural sec- 
tions. Farm lands that go begging 
at $20 an acre ought to be active 
at $100 an acre. But it will take 
a complete system of permanently 
paved, connected highways to bring 
about this condition.

ATLANTA’S TRAFFIC PROBLEM. 

Mayor Ragsdale has signed an 
ordinance making one-way streets 
out of the two short and very nar- 
row Poplar and Williams streets, in 
the very heart of downtown At- 
lanta. 

The streets are too narrow to per- 
mit of automobiles passing in safety, 
and it is menacing to pass any car 
parked on either street. Making 
one-way streets of all narrow ave- 
nues, where two cars going in op- 
posite directions can scarcely pass 
one another, would not inconven- 
ience motorists, but speed them up 
without the danger of accidents, nor 
would it injure business on such 
Streets. 

Every large and progressive city 
have numbers of one-way Streets. 
They are responsible to a large de- 
gree for the excellent safety rec- 
ord made in New. York. Atlanta 
should follow in line. Certainly 
some more effective safety plans 
must be worked out, and experi- 
ences in other cities have proven 
this to be one of the most effective 
and practical. 

Atlanta has entirely too many 
traffic tragedies commensurate with 
permanent and transient population. 

Scarcely a day passes fhat some 
life is not snuffed out, or rendered 
incapacitated for the future by 
serious injury to limb. In this re- 
spect the city stands extremely 
low in the scale of enforced safety. 
Any citizen, who will study condi- 


tion in other cities, may a 


the facts. 


And yet the comptroller makes 
the astounding statement that a 
quarter of a million dollars a year 
is spent from the city tax funds 
for traffic control. 

This does not include the civic 
agencies, and their work, such as 
Atlanta Safety council, the 

association, the 
organizations within 
transportation and industrial 
establishments. 

It is almost inconceivable that in 
a city with so small a _ business 
center, compared to general popula- 
tion, so many Officials should be 
engaged in exclusive traffic control, 
for whole or part time, as com- 
pared to actual safety results. 

Following are Comptroller West’s 
figures: 

“Thirty-five patrolmen are employed 
solely on traffic duty at salaries of 
$2,100 a year, adding a total of $73,- 
500 to the traffic bill. Then there 

25 policemen on traffic duty for 
three hours each day during the 
“rush” periods, their salaries for the 
time they are on traffic duty amount- 
ing to $99,950. To safeguard our 
school éhildren another 100 policemen 
are placed on duty at important inter- 
sections near school buildings during 
nine months of the year, the portion 
of their salaries chargeable to traffic 
duty amounting to $58,000. This 
brings the total cost of the traffic 
squad to $231,450. These figures do 
not include lighting of our streets 
which, in addition to fulfilling other 
purposes, is an important means of 
protecting the safety of our lives as 
well -as our property.” These figures 
do not include the maintenance of the 
signal light system, which is impor- 
tant and being gradually extended.

PREFERENCE OF AMERICAN 
BIDS IN FEDERAL BUYING 
FURTHER URGED.

The recent appeal of Senator Ea- 
wards to the navy department for 
preference for American products 
over those of foreign origin, has di- 
rected attention to the proposed leg- 
islation (H. R. 13405), introduced by 
me during the last session of congress, 
seeking to give home products a 10 
per cent preferential over foreign 
goods in government purchases. 

It has long been felt by those in- 
terested that the American manufac- 
turer and producer was not receiy- 
ing the advantage in government con- 
tracts which congress intended he 
should have. In making awarde, goy- 
ernment purchasing agents have been 
confronted with two sets of statutory 
requirements, one holding that, condi- 
tions being equal, the American should 
have the preference over the for- 
eigner; the other holding that awards 
should be made to the lowest respon- 
sible bidder. 

If the purchasing agent failed to 
adhere strictly to the first require- 
ment, the only comeback on him 
would be the protest of the unsuc- 
cessful American bidder. 

On the other hand, if the purchas- 
ing agent viclated the restrictivn 
concerning the lowest responsible bid- 
der by so much as a penny in favor- 
ing an American manufacturer over 
a foreign manufacturer, -his accounts 
were suspended by, the accounting of- 
ficials of the government. 

It is therefore easy to see where 
a purchasing agent, in a case where 
American and foreign bids were sub- 
stantially equal, might be inclined to 
resolve the doubt in favor of the 
foreigner if he felt there was the 
slightest question of doubt about the 
American bid being absolutely as low 
as that of the foreigner. 

My bill, if enacted into law, would 
entirely relieve this condition. It is 
needless to say tha tthe measure will 
have the hearty support of all Amer- 
ican manufacturers and producers 
who compete for government business. 
It is understood that the house com- 
mittee on interstate and foreign. com- 
merce, to which the bill has been re- 
ferred, will take action on the meas- 
ure early in the coming session of 
| congress,

When last in Rome I visited 
a prison where St. Paul was said 
to have been confined while in 
that city. I ean fin no authority 
in the New Testament as to his 
ever having been at Rome. 

Will you kindly tell me if there 
is any historical record of his 
having visited Rome and been a 
prisoner in that city and whether 
there is any reference in the gos- 
pels of St. Paul's ever having been 
at Rome? 

There is no reference in the gos- 
pels to St. Paul's Presence in Rome. 
But the book of Acts and his epistles 
clearly show that he was there as a 
prisoner for the faith, and also that 
there he emerged from his dungeon be- 
neath the palace of the Caesars to die 
for that faith. Within the last decade 
a distinguished Protestant archaeol- 
ogist announced that he had discovered 
in Rome the burial places of both 
St. Paul and St. Peter.

Is it true that college professors 
assert their private characters 
have nothing to do with their 
teaching functions? I have two 
sons and a daughter in college 
and am interested in what you 
have to say on this matter. I also 
notice that men who outrage the 
moral standards of society are 
asked to address parents and 
teachers. What right have they 
to instill their doctrines? 

The idea is abroad that so long as 
a teacher fulfills his obligations as an 
instructor his private life is his own 
affair. But it will not prevail. Presi- 
dent Arthur Stanley Pease, of Am- 
herst college, puts the issue in his 
inaugural address: “What our col- 
leges should seek is those men who 
add to an indispensable competence 
in their profession a moral earnest- 
ness, a sincerity of life and a con- 
tagious devotion to the things of the 
spirit.” 

He adds that he, is not willing to 
admit these qualities are incompat- 
ible with “the properly critical atti- 
tude characteristic of the scholarly 
life,” and that if they were obviously 
so, he would feel that “the time and 
money now spent on education might 
well be turned into other channels.” 
These are plain and _ authoritative 
words expressing the convictions of 
the American people. They are not 
willing to sever a man’s precepts from 
his practices, especially when he has 
privileged intercourse with the youth 
of the land. 

The few rebel against moral stand- 
ards who purvey their notions to 
parents and teachers do not, in my 
judgment, disturb the fundamental 


ethics of the nation. It stands for 
monogamous marriage as the surest 
defense of womanhood and of _ the 
family. Judas Iscariot preaching the 
Gospel would have been a jewel of 
consistency, however, compared with 
the parents who invite these loqua- 
cious panderers to their platforms.

How do you 
explain the presence in Lincoln

Mr. Lincoln cannot be _ separated 
from the civilization that produced 
him. He could no more have achieved 
his marvelous development outside the 
pale of Christianity than you can 
grow roses in snow.

was his excellent stepmother. He 
read and fashidMed himself on Biblical ! 
teachings. His leading convictions 
and his style alike reflect the austere 
loveliness of the Scriptures written 
by prophets and apostles. His mag- 
nanimity and his justice shamed the

narrowness and intolerance of much 
current institutional religion. 

You may interpret Mr. Lincoln’s 
attitude as neutral toward churches 
and their creeds. But it by no means 


follows that he did not deeply absorb/ conceived the happy thought of sav- 
the teachings and the spirit of Christ. ing as much as a dollar every year 


Since when has this absorption ceased 
to be the vital factor in a 
Christianity ? 

I do not disparage the importance of 
open confession or of Church organi- 
zation. Without them the religion 
of Jesus would not do its work in the 
world. But the hidebound, fiercely 
contentious and abusive sectarianism 
surrounding Lincoln’s yeuth and 
early manhood evidently offered him 
no inducement to join any denomina- 
tion. 

Doubtless he passed through the 
earlier stages of questioning and 
doubt more or less characteristic of 
superior minds. But the moral veri- 
ties of the New Testament were his 
anchorage in a tempestuous time and 
he gave its ethic a world-wide appli- 
cation in his political career. Nor 
was his faith in unseen. realities 
diminished because he practiced it 
with reserve and reverence. 


Yet when under terrtfic pressure |t 


of national crises that faith was ex- 
pressed in his public utterances it 
reached a sublimated splendor  un- 
equalled by any modern statesman. 
Taking him all in all, I should say 
that Lincoln was a first-class example 
of the noblest. side of Christianity as 
it flowed in virginal purity from the 
words and deeds of the Master.

Declaring that he has every confi- 
dence in the special council commit- 
tee probing the purchase of the Per- 
kerson tract for park purposes, Mayor 


1, N. Ragsdale Friday stated he would 
await the report of the committee, fol- 
lowing startling disclosures at the final 
hearing of the committee Thursday 
night, when a contract was exhibited 
showing that Charles Mf. Ford, at the 
time the contract was drawn, was al- 
derman from the tenth ward. . 

Mayor Ragsdale declined to commit 
himself as to whether he would ask 
for Mr. Ford’s resignation and stated 
he would await the committee's find- 
ings. 

“There is no reason to anticipate 
any action of the committee and I 
feel that it will do its duty as it sees 
it.” the mayor stated. “If there are 
grounds which should call for Mr. 
Ford's retirement, I believe the com- 
mittee will file such a report.” 

In the meantime City Attorney 
James J.. Mayson ruled that the pur- 
chase of Perkerson tract is no more 
illegal because of the existence of the 
contract than it was at the time it 
was bonght. He ruled at the time it 
was being considered that the city 
could not legally buy it on deferred 
payments because one council can not 
bind another. 

Councilman John A. White, of the 
fourth ward. 2 member of the probing 
hody and chairman of the parks com- 
mittee of council, announced following 
the discovery of the document that it 
wonld react to void the purchase. 

The mayor added that he is making 
no statement at this time, but if the 
findings of the committee warrant, be 
will “not hesitate to act.” 

“Tf any of the Perkereson heirs, as 
owners of the tract. had been mem- 
hers of city council when this pur- 
chase was negotiated and had any 


vote or influence in the deal, I would ; 


say the contract would be void,” said 
Mr. Mayson.

Holds Deal Illegal. 

“T advised at the time of the Per- 
kerson tract purchase that the deal 
was illegal because the city was buy- 
ing it on credit—that-it agreed to pay 
for the property beyond the current 
year. If any member of council or any 
citizen desires to set it aside, the ad- 
vice I have given shows the way, and 
it is not necessary to carry out any 
new ideas in order to set it aside.” 


100,000 Words Taken. 


More than 100,000 words have been 
taken during the half-dozen heagings 
which the committee has held, and it 
was freely predicted that the report 
would not be ready to submit to city 
council before the regular meeting to 
be held September 17.

OTIKY URGE 
WORLD REVOLUTION 


Moscow, August 24.—(4)—Writing 
from exile, Leon Trotzky, former war 
minister of the soviet union, has caus- 
ed an uproar in the communist intre- 
national congress by a letter which he 
addressed to that body. 

In the letter he stressed his funda- 
mental views in advocacy of a purely 
proletarian revolution in China as dis- 
tinguished from.a joint rule by work- 
ers and peasants. He advocated dic- 
tatorship by the proletariat even to the 
extent of alienating the Chinese peas- 
antry. 

The letter applied these principles 
to the communist ecause throughout 
the world and said it was impossible 
to build a communist state in one 
country unless the “world revolution” 
rushes to its aid. He drew this con- 
clusion from Chinese and other events: 

“We, judging by our economic cul- 
ture and new social levels, are far 
nearer capitalism and have come back 
toward bank rule and capitalist ecul- 
ture, rather than orward toward a 
socialistic society.” 

The letter caused universal denun- 
ciation of Trotzy and his theories 
and every delegation to the congresg 
read {-rmal declarations attacking 
them. ‘Trotzy, it was declared, was 
menshevik rather than bolshevik and 
his theories would stimulate the for- 
mation of oppositionary groups abroad.

BYRD POLAR PLANE 
LANDS AT GOTHAM. 


New York, August 24.—(4)—The 
tri-motored Ford monoplane. Floyd 
Bennett, in which Commander Rich- 
ard EK. Byrd hopes to fly to the south 
pole, was in the metropolitan district 
today for final tests and for the in- 
stallation of radio apparatus. 

The plane, piloted by Dean Smith 
and Bernt Balchen, two pilots on the 
Byrd antarctic expedition, landed at 
Miller field, Staten Island, last eve- 
ning from Cleveland. They left De- 


troit on Wednesday. 

Early this afternoon Balchen and | 
Lieutenant Harold I. June, third | 
pilot of the expedition, flew the plane | 
to Farmington, Long Island, where 
they gave the first flying tests to the 
single motored Fairchild monoplane, 
which is also to be taken to the ant- 
arctic. ater they planned to take 
the Floyd Bennett to Teterboro air- 
port, New Jersey, where next week it 
will have final load tests and the radio 
installations. 

The Ford and the Fairchild are to 
be taken south on the freighter Chel- 
sea. sailing from Tloboken about Sep- 
tember 15, for Dunedin, New Zealand, 
where the Byrd fleet is to assemble for 
its advance on the south polar con- 
tinent. 

The Floyd Bennett, named after the 
late pilot who flew Commander Byrd 
to thé north pole, was specially de- 
signed for the hazardous adventure 
on the land of ice and storm. In the 
cabin, which can carry 14 passen- 
gers, a huge gasoline tank has been 
installed. Elaborate navigating  in- 
struments are in the cockpit. 

Its battery of motors comprise a 
500-horsepower Wright Cyclone, in- 
stalled in the nose, and two Wright 
Whirlwinds of 220 horsepower each, 
under the wings. The gasoline tanks 
have a capacity of 1.900 gallons. 

The motors themselves and the fuel 
intakes will be nprotecte! from the 
60-helow-zero weather of the antarctic 
by heavy asbestos sheathing. 

Four or five men, embracing Com- 
mander Byrd and the three pilots, will 
be aboard the plane when she takes 
off from the expedition’s base on the 
Ross sea ice barrier to the south pole, 
S00 miles distant.

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Missing Flier May Be Living 


Columbia, 8S. C., August 24.—(?)— 
Tonight, the eve of the first _anniver- 
sary of his flight into the unknown on 
his attempted hop from Brunswick, 
Ga., to Rio de Janeiro, found the par- 
ents of Paul Redfern, missing avia- 
tor, still hopeful that he is alive. 

Heartened by the possibility that a 
storm swept the airman off his course 
deep into the jungles of Brazil and 
the fact that no wreckage of his plane 
had ever been found in the Caribbean 
sea, Dr. Frederick S. Redfern tonight 
told reminiscences of his son's early 
interest in aviation and his precocious 
development in the science, hopeful 
that Paul Redfern still lives some- 
where in the interior of South Amer- 
ica and making his way to the coast 
and civilization. 


Left August 25. 


The missing flier left Brunswick 
August 25, last year, on an attempted 
4,000 mile nonstop flight to Rio de 
Janeiro. On the following day a plane 
believed to have been his was sighted 
by the Norwegian steamship Kris- 
tian Krohg 150 miles off the north- 
eastern coast of South America. No 
word from the flier has been receiv- 
ed since then. 

“We still believe that Paul reached 

land,” said his father tonight. “No 
piece of wreckage of the plane was 
ever sighted in that much-travelled 
sea. 
Tracing the course planned by the 
flier over a map, Dr. Redfern said: 
“We are sending out inquiries and 
are following up reports that his plane 
was sighted by natives in the interior. 
It is entirely possible that a storm 
turned him completely off his course 
enough to have carried him to the high 
lands in western Brazil.”

He contended, 
however, that he had not “covered” 
the matches at Wimbledon as claimed, 
but had merely commented on the 
play, and that, only after three days 
had elapsed since the matches. 

Barred in France. 

The charges had been preferred 
against Tilden whiie he was in 
France as captain of the Davis cup 
team that was seeking to regain the 
trophy from the French. 

He was immediately removed from 
the team, but was reinstated a few 
hours before play started at the be- 
hest of Ambassador Herrick, who sask- 
ed the association to withhold action 
in view of severe criticism in France. 

Tilden played in the matches and 


defeated Rene Lacoste, French star, 
but lost his doubles match and singles 
against Henri Cochet,

IN SUBWAY CRASH

the commissioner's investigation show- 
jed, had telescoped the rear of the 
ninth car. 

Wall Crumples Car. 


The other half of the car crumpled 
beside the smashed wall, its massive 
trucks leaning against the structure. 
Between the two smashed portions of 
the car lay other bits of wreckage, 
parts of clothing, battered straw hats, 
and here and there bits of human 
‘wreckage yet to be cleared away. No 
other parts of the train were badly 
battered. 

Fire Adds to Horrors. 


Fire added to the horror of the acci- 
dent and during the first few minutes 
after the crash the darkness of the 
tunnel was pierced only by the spurts 
of blue flame from the third rail and 
the dull red glow of the flames in 
the last two cars. 

Hundreds of uninjured passengers 
added their screams to the moans of 
the injured and dying and the utmost 
confusion reigned in the tunnel. The 
passengers in the Achth car were 
thrown along the tracks when the 
ear struck the concrete partition. 

Many See Crash. 

Passengers on a passing northbound 
express train saw the crash. As soon 
as their train came to a standstill at 
the station, many of them ran to tele- 
phones and to the street to summon 
aid, while men jumped to the tracks 
to aid those in the wreck. 

Subway employees and police rush- 
ed into the subway by dozens and 
within a few minutes ambulances, fire 
apparatus and _ police emergency 
trucks, with their sirens screeching 
and their bells ringing, were rushing 
'to Times Square from every section 
of Manhattan. 

The first rescuers to arrive forced 
open the doors of the cars remaining 
on the tracks and helped the passen- 
gers from the cars, Many women who 
had fainted had to be carried out. 


Stretchers Sent Down. 


With the arrival of ambulance sur- 
geons and firemen, a dozen stretchers 
were sent down to the subway tracks. 
‘Within a few minutes they were 
‘brought out, one after another, with 
‘a body or an unconscious victim hid-

i The dead and injured were removed 
at the exits of the Times Square stfa- 
tion and an emergency exit opened 
at Thirty-ninth street and Seventh 
avenue. Ambulances were backed up 
and when the victims were placed in 
them police had to fight to open new 


ceed through the crowds that gather- 
ed in the streets. 

Although power along the _ entire 
west side subway line was shut off as 
soon as possible, sparks from the shat- 
tered high voltage lines apparently set 
fire to bits of woodwork and filled 
the black cavern below the passenger 
platform with dense smoke. Out of 
the smoke, coughing and reeling, came 
the first of the injured, many of whom 
had smashed their way through win- 
dows and crawled from under twisted 
wreckage. 

Ambulances Appear. 


As firemen, policemen, subway 
guards and many passengers on the 
platform rushed into the smoke to 
organize rescue parties, the first of 
the ambulance men appeared. Within 
half an hour all the dead and injured 
had been removed and gangs of sub- 
way workers strove to clear the tan- 
gled remains of the car and restore 
| service. 

Mayor James J. Walker. notified 
‘ot the accident, hurried to the scene, 
but arrived too late to take part in 
the rescue work. City Medical In- 
spector Norris and Police Inspector 
Coughlin came with him, but the res- 
cue work had been completed. 

Firemen quickly extinguished the 
blaze in the subway, confined almost 
entirely to insulation on the high ten- 
sion electric cables. 

Crash Is Loud. 

The crash occurred just above 40th 
street and was heard for almost a 
block away from numerous subway 
entrances built in that area to accom- 
modate the hundreds of thousands 
using the subway daily. 

Detective William B. Kirk, stand- 

ing at the 40th street entrances, heard 
tbe roar of the collision, the noise of 
- breaking steel, and the cries of the 
injured. Smoke almost immediately 
poured from the ventilator gratings 
in the street that allow air to enter 
the subterranean passages. 
' The crushed car lay across the rails, 
torn apart with its human freight, 
many dead and many injured, spilled 
about in the darkness of the cavern. 
Kirk carried out two children crying 
beside the form of their unconscious 
mother and carried out two other 
women, badly hurt. 

In the far end of the car, Kirk 
found another woman, so badly bat- 
| tered in the crash that most of the 
clothing. was torn from her body. He 
-earried her out, commandeered an 
automobile, and drove to a hospital. 
There the woman was pronounced 
dead. 

Peter Molitor. a taxicab. driv- 
er, who was riding in the seventh 
car of the train, said there was a 
crash and flash of flame as the car 
left the Times Square station. Wom- 
en screamed and the lights in the car 
he rode went out. That car did not 
leave the track. 

Molitor said he took a monkey- 
wrench from his pocket and smashed 
three windows in the car to allow 
several women to escape. It is be- 
lieved that every person in the wreck- 
ed car either was killed or so badly 
hurt as to require medical attention.

Failing to crowd in the Lexington 
avenue trains, many of them climbed 
to the street again and tried the ele- 
vated lines. 

These, too, were jammed and prog- 
ress was slow as the overloaded trains, 
held beyond the usual time for loading 
at the station, crawled in both direc- 
tions. 

Taxicabs were at a premium and 
many who turned to them from the 
subways and elevated lines were un- 
able to obtain passage even by this 
means.

Hassell and Cramer had _ started 
from Rockford, I1l., to Stockholm 
with three stops scheduled en route.

Mangerino said bolts had been re- 
moved from the winches, and so far 
efforts to replace them had failed. A 
call was sent here for ship derricks 
to raise the heavy sea anchor. 

The ship was captured by the gov- 
ernment yesterday, two months after 
the alleged owner, Albert Howard, bad 
set up gambling operations on it 12 
miles off the coast, and defied every 
effort of Los Angeles and Orange 
county police to crimp his business. 

Before he surendered, it was neces- 
sary to resort to a radio call to a4 
United States guard cutter to force 
his hand, after which the government 
got Howard, the ship, its crew of 30 
and $11,000. The owner was held by 
the United States marshal's office to- 
day pending further action, while his 
ship was under $200,000 bond. The 
crew was released. 

It was a statute enacted in 1793, 
that was invoked to end the gambling 
activities. Originally aimed at pi- 
racy, the statute provided for forfei- 
ture of a ship and all contents when 
employed for any “trade other than 
that for which licensed.” 

The Johanna Smith had been licens- 
ed for coastal trade and a writ of at- 
tachment issued by federal court at 
Los Angeles yesterday was based on 
the charge that it had been operating 
as a gambling barge. 

Three deputy United States mar- 
shals attempted to serve the writ but 
when they boarded the ship, the crew 
appeared distinctly belligerent. A radio 
eall to a coast guard yew perh-t 
15 armed men who too e ship in 
de The parenee found $11,000 
in the ship’s strong boxes.

SHOOTING RATERS 


MUST FACE TRIAL 


Chicago, August 24.—(/)—Waiv- 
ing an examination, Arthur Frank- 


ing and Edward Gill, federal prohibi- 
tion agents, were held to the grand 
jury under bonds today when arraign- 
ed in municipal court on charges of 
assaulting and shooting a man during 
a dry raid on officers in a loop build- 
ing last Tuesday. 

Franklin, accused of firing the 
shot, was held under $10,000 bonds, 
while Gill, charged with beating the 
man with a black jack, was held 
under $5,000 bonds. heir bonds 
were signed and both were released. 


Police Prosecuting. 


The arrest of the two agents fol- 
lowed a decision of the police depart- 
ment to prosecute the case under an 
opinion given by the corporation 
counsel, Samuel Ettelson. 

The hearing was held in the city 
hall after police declined to let fed- 
eral authorities post bond for. them 
without requiring their appearance in 
court. 

The agents asked that they be ‘“‘ac- 
commodated” in order to avoid addi- 
tional publicity and a battery of 
photographers which was on hand for 
the hearing, but John Stege, deputy 
commissioner of .police, said they 
deserved no more consideration than 
anyone else charged with a shooting. 

Complaints against the two agents 
charging them with assault were filed 
by William E. Reigsdale, a manufac- 
turing loan broker, whose offices are 
adjoining the offices raided by the 
agents. 


Only One Witness. 


Reigsdale was the only witness at 
the hearing. He said he saw Frank- 
lin with a smoking pistol in his hand 


they had wounded the man, Merle 
Adams, who ran from the offices they 
were raiding. Adams is in a serious, 
condition. Eight other men were 
taken in the raid and have been held 
under bonds for conspiracy to violate 
the dry laws. 

However, office records and other 
documents seized as evidence by the 
dry agents have been impounded by 
Federal Judge James H. Wilkerson, 
who issued his order after it was tes- 
tified that the raid had been made 
without either search warrant or an 
arrest warrant. It was because the 
raid was made without warrants that 
police decided to take a“hand in the 
matter and prosecute the agents for 
the shooting and assault.

Baby Training. 

On my journey from Los Angeles, 
returning from my vacation, among 
the interesting people I met were two 
darling babies. (Are babies people?) 

The first was Baby Betty, a darl- 
ing little girl of 11 months. She was 
brought into the women’s retiring 
room by her young mother, who placed 
her on the toilet seat. The mother 
told me that she had begun to train 
Betty’s bowels at about the age of two 
months, with a little vessel held in 
her lap; at the age of five months 
she began to place her regularly on 
the vessel for her urination, and now, 
at the age of 11 months, she was a 
confirmed dry. 

I saw Betty afterwards, asleep on 
the Pullman seat. It was hot and 
she had on nothing but her undies, 
which consisted of a pink Italian silk, 
low-necked combination of vest ans 
tiny ruffled panties which buttoned 
across the back. Imagine how much 
more comfortable such a little suit is 
than heavy napkins. 

Betty is an example of what I have 
been telling you can be done by way 
of training. F 

Eczema. 

The second baby was Harold, near- 
ly 2 years of age. He sat opposite 
me at the dining table at lunch, with 
his mother, and he ate all of the vege- 
tables—including spinach—and other 
things which his mother placed on his 
plate, with great relish. I noticed 
he had no milk and I asked his mother 
about this. She told me that he had 
been having a quart of milk daily un- 
til recently, but when he developed 
eczema the doctor found out by skin 
tests that he was sensitive to milk 
protein. So she had to cut the milk 
down to a pint a day, which he took 
with his morning and evening meals. 
She increased his green vegetables and 
other foods all around to make up for 
the milk, and this measure seemed to 


clear the skin. 
Eczema, in both babies and adults, 


may be due to certain food oe 
and | 


sometimes milk. One doctor has found | 


tions. Frequently it is egg 
in his cases that in the moist type of 
eczema the children often have had too 


much fat, and in the dry type, there 


‘was an excess of starchy foods in. the 


diet. 

Over-fed and under-fed children are 
quite prone to have eczema. The over- 
fat child will be helped by having its 
food limited, and the undernourished 
children must have more food. This 
sometimes seems to aggravate the 
eczema at first, but until he is bet- 
ter nourished, the disease will not clear 
up. 

Local irritations can also cause ec- 
gema. Picard, in one of the numbers 
of the Archives of Pediatrics, calls at- 
tention to an eczema which comes out 


in cold weather and clears up during | 


the summer. Sometimes soap, or the 
secretions of the skin, if allowed to 
accumulate, will cause it. But we 
have to believe that there must be a 
predisposition, perhaps brought on by 
wrong diet, which also acts in these 


leases: otherwise more children would 


have it. 
Any child suffering from eczema 
should be taken to a children’s spe- 


and very difficult to cure. 

The local treatment is to employ 
thick applications of soothing oint- 
ments. If on the face it must be 
held on, if necessary, by a little mask 
and it may be necessary to put splints 
around the elbows so the child cannot 
scratch.

ALABAMA BOLTERS 
WILL BE ASKED 
TO QUIT POSITIONS 


Birmingham, Ala., August 24.—() 
Members of the democratic executive 
committee of Alabama who refuse to 
support the entire democratic ticket 
in November will be asked to resign 
at a meeting of the committee in Mont- 
gomery tomorrow, A. D. Maddox, com- 
mitteeman from Bessemer, announced 
here today. Mr. Maddox said a 
resolution demanding the _ resigna- 
tion of disloyal members of the com- 
mittee would be introduced, possibly 
by himself. 

“The Bolters in whom the party had 
reposed the faith to place them on 
the governing committee in the state 
should have the decency to resign 
without being asked,” Mr. Maddox 
said, adding “but if they fail to do so, 
we will have to make the request.” ,

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DANIELS EMPHASIZES 
HIS STAND FOR SMITH 


Raleigh, N. C.,. August 24.—()— 
Informed that the republican nation- 
al committee had made public a let- 
ter quoting him as saying the nomi- 
nation of Governor Smith would be 
“a fatal mistake,” Josephus Daniels 
today recalled the fight he had made 
against the New York governor prior 
to the Houston convention, but de- 
clared he was bound “by the arbitra- 
ment of the majority of my party” 
because he had participated 4s a dele- 
gate in the nominating convention, 


At the same time the former navy 
secretary reiterated his opposition to 
the prohibition modification program 
of the presidential nominee and an- 
nounced his intention to suppert dry 
democratic congressmen, while chal- 
lenging the prohibition record of the 
republican party. 

Letter Circulated. 

When shown the report that photo- 
static copies of a letter addressed to 
Mrs. Nelly Hall Root, 33 Carroll park, 
west, Long Beach, Calif., had been 
distributed by the publicity depart- 
ment of the republican national com- 
mittee, Mr. Daniels said: 

“Last April a report was publish- 
ed that I was advocating the nomina- 
tion of Governor Smith by the Hous- 
ton convention. This was called to 
my attention by the lady from Long 
Beach, Calif., and I telegraphed her 
that I would not support any wet 
candidate for the nomination. 

“I made a fight in the city pre- 
cincts, county conventions and state 
convention which resulted in North 
Carolina’s delegation by a large ma- 
jority supporting Congressman Hnull, 
of Tennessee, because I did not believe 
the democratic convention ought to 
nominate any wet. I was one of the 
delegates-at-large to that convention 
and I have always taken the ground 
that, if I was a delegate to a conven- 
tion, I was bound by the arbitrament 
of the majority of my party. 

“T strongly regret Governor Smith’s 
recommendations as to prohibition. Il 
oppose them in toto and shall use my 
influence to the. end that the North 
Carolina delegation in congress, house 
and senate, will vote against any sug- 
gestion of weakening the-dry laws. I 
feel it my duty to stand with the dry 
democrats of the south in electing a 
congress which will assure ‘that no 
harm will come to prohibition, regard- 
less of whether Smith or Hoover is 
elected. In common with other dry 
democrats I have decided that while 
I do not agree with Smith’s position 
on prohibition, I cannot, directly or 
indirectly, aid in electing to the presi- 
dency a man who has been a part of 
an administration which has been as 
false to prohibition as it has been true 
to privilege.”’ 

Mr. Daniels expressed the hope that 
the republican national committee 
would give as wide publicity to his 
statement as it gave to the Root let- 
ter, and will give a pledge, if the re- 
publican candidate is elected, that 
neither “Mr. Mellon or any other ex- 
distiller will be continued in charge 
of enforcement.”

Under the direction of Willem van 
Hoogstraten, regular leader of the 
summer symphonies, the program on 
that date will present the following 
works: Overture, “Sakuntala,’ Gold- 
mark: fantaSie, “Romeo and Juliet,” 
Tschaikowsky; “Les Preludes,” Liszt. 
Intermission, symphony No 2 
Brams. 

The second symphony of *Brahams 
was finished in 1877, one year after 
his debut in this important field, The 
second work differs widely from his 
first symphony. It is distinguished 
by cheerfulness and it betokens a 
peaceful existence. It has interest, 
beauty of theme, strength of con- 
trasts, and unity in construction. 

Karl Goldmark’s overture to ‘“Sa- 
kuntala” was first produced in Vi- 
enna in 1865, marking his initial step 
to success as a composer. The story 
is that of Sakuntala written by Ka- 
lidasa, the Indian poet and dramatist. 

The fantasia for overture “Romeo 
and Juliet” by Peter Iljitsch Tschai- 
kowsky, an early work, was dedicated 
to his friend Balakirev, in 1870. First 
we hear music of a religious char- 
acter (Friar Lawrence), that musi- 
cal enmity between the Capulets and 
Montagues, then the love passages be- 
tween Romeo and Juliet (melodic 
passage assigned to English horn), 
with the development and recapitula- 
tion of the various forms, the whole 
ending in the tragic death of the 
lovers. 

In “Les Preludes” of Liszt we can- 
not do better than quoéte from La- 
martine’s “Meditations Poetiques” 
which prefaces its score and will serve 
the hearer as a guide to the meaning 
of the composition: 

“What is our life but a succession 
of preludes to that Unknown Song 
whose first solemn note is sounded by 
Death? Love is the enchanted dawn 
of every heart, but what mortai is 
there, over whose first joys ard hap- 
piness does not break some _ storm, 
dispelling with its icy breath some 
fanciful illusions, and shattering his

The team matches with the French 
are scheduled for Philadelphia on Sep- 
tember 6, 7 and 8, While such stars 
as Borotra, Cochet and Brugnon are 
on the French team it is noticeable 
that the brilliant youngsters, Boussus, 
Landry and Rene De Bozelet, also-are 
members of the squad, and they are 
certain to play in some of the matches. 


Preparing for Future. 


France is wisely preparing for the 
future. Lacoste talks of retiring 
from competition and Borotra is be- 
coming more and more immersed in 
business, but the French are training 
younger players to take their places 
when needed. Borotra recently took 
Landry and Bossus on a tennis pil- 
grimage of considerable length. The 
party landed in South America, next 
played some indoor matches in the 
United States and then went on to 
Australia, New Zealand and South 
Afriea.

Alex is Back. 


A very familiar figure is back at the desk in the little athletic office 
‘out at Tech Flats. Coach W. A. Alexander, globe trotter and wanderer, 
is back and is looking both ways—back at the summer abroad and forward 
to the fall task of trying to win another conference championship. 


To be perfectly fair, Coach Alex is looking forward a bit 
more steadily than he is looking backward, for he is confronted 

by a gigantic task. As he stated Friday afternoon, he “knows 

less about the football situation at Tech right now than the stu- 

dents know.” He is beginning to pick up the loose ends and 

with the dawn of Monday will be ready to take the reins and 
drive his charges through a month and more of strenuous 
training. 

The coach brings back many interesting tales of his trayels about 
the isles and the continent, but the’ most interesting tales he has to tell 
are of the Olympic games. As usual Coach Alex proves himself a keen 
analyst. When questioned about the comparatively disappointing show- 
ing of the American Olympic track stars in Amsterdam, Coach Alex 
allowed that the thing was a matter of comparison. It was not so much 
the poor showing of ‘the Americans as it was the good showing of the 
They met more serious competition than 
ever before and in consideration of everything they did remarkably well. 


The Tech mentor believes that the system used with the 
track and field team of the United States this year was wrong, 
in that the boys were not allowed enough time to prepare for 
the games after reaching the other side of the pond. The train- 
ing field at Amsterdam was not of the best and most of the 
athletes were expected to reach top form on practice tracks 
that were entirely inadequate. Several injuries resulted from 
training on the rough practice grounds. 


Coach Alex is of the opinion that the track and field outfit should 
be taken to the games on a separate ship and given more time to train 
before the games. He also believes that the track and field men should 
be taken separately in order that they might be given food more suited 
to their needs. Going over on this trip, the track athletes ate at the 
mess table with all the other athletes, and it stands to reason that food 
suited for boxers, fencers, swimmers, horseback riders and other athletes 
would not necessarily be suited to the needs of the tracksters. Coach 
Alex compliments the steamship line, however, for the manner in which 
the athletes were handled, and declared that no better diet could be 
arranged under the circumstances than was offered aboard the President 
Roosevelt. 


He also stated that Ed Hamm on his first jump at the 
Olympic games hopped 26 feet and two inches but fouled less 
than half an inch. He jumped again almost immediately and set 
the World record.

Everybedy’s Business 


New Bank Being Formed By 
Du Ponts, Raskob and Fisher 
Brothers Likely Will Start 
With Record Initial Capital; 
Albania, Stable But Small Na- 
tion, Crowns New King.

When we announced in this col- 
umn two weeks ago that the Com- 
merce National Bank and Trust com- 
pany of New York had been forme:l 
with initial capital and surplus of 
$27,000,000, we thought that record 
would stand in the United States for 
some time. So fast, however, is 
banking capital being accumulated 
that this record is about to be 
broken. 

Another New York bank, in process 
of organization, will have initial cap#® 
tal and surplus of $40,000,000 with 
$15,000,000 additional placed in a 
new securities company associated 
with the new bank. 

This new institution will have 
strong financial support. That is 
shown by the fact that such men 
as John J. Raskob, William A. Ken- 
ny, A. F. C. Fiske, the Fisher broth- 
ers and some*of the Du Pont family 
have become identified with it. 

Stock is sold only to men engaged 
in the largest financial and profes- 
sional occupations, and will carry with 
it an obligation to initiate a ratio 
of $4 in deposits to each $1 of capi- 
tal stock subscribed in the bank and 
investment company. In this unique 
way, deposits are expected to reach 
$200,000,000 immediately. é 

Frederick E. Hasler, former vice 
president of the Bank of America, wiil 
be president of the bank, and Eugene 
L. Norton, vice president of the Balti- 
more Trust company, will be one of 
the active vice presidents. 


Albania, mountainous and rugged, 
given over to agriculture, cattle and 
sheep raising with no railroads, no 
banks, no currency of its own, few 
schools, embracing a territory about 
the size of Vermont, and with a popu- 
lation less than that of Detroit, crowns 
a king today. 

The president of Albania, Ahmed 
Zogu, becomes King Scanderberg III. 
He has been president for two years, 
and before that premier. Three years 
ago, when he became premier, he 
abolished the army of 8,000 men, pro- 
claimed Albania a republic, and rati- 
fied an oil development for his na- 
tion. This oil concession has been 
divided among the Anglo-Persian Oil 
company, the Standard Oil, the French 
Oil company, the Italian railways ad- 
ministration and the Italian company, 
Selenizza. 

Albania imports about $1,500,000 
more goods than she exports, but this 
“adverse” balance is made up by the 
remittances sent back by Albanians 
living in the United States, estimated 
at $2,000,000 a year. 


Banks are changing their form of 
architecture in an attempt to get 
away from the cold, forbidding ap- 
— which formerly characterized 
them. 

The Chase National Bank of New 
York, second largest commercial! bank 
in America, has attempted this in its 
new 38 story building on Nassau 
street, into which it is about to en- 
ter. 

The old style teller’s cages with 
their cold, bronze grill work and glass 
partitions are absent in the new build- 
ing. In their place the ‘bank is sub- 
stituting walnut, roll-top cageless 
counters. The main banking room 
thus is made to seem much larger 
than it really is. It is 126 feet long, 
66 feet wide and 28 feet high. 

The telephone is becoming an in- 
creasingly large factor in handling 
banking business and the bank’s 
switchboard will have 150 trunk lines, 
800 extensions, 22 operators and will 
be equipped to handle 27,400 calls in 
an eight-hour day. 


Before the era of motion pictures, 
receipts of $25,000 a week for legiti- 
mate drama in any New York theater 
were considered large. For the legi- 
timate theater that figure still is 
considered good, but the motion pic- 
ture theaters have far outdistanced 
the legitimate in receipts. 

Recently Roxy’s theater, in New 


playing one of the new sound pic- 
tures without change. This is a rec- 
ord even for this theater. The re- 
ceipts of Roxy’s, however, rarely go 
below $110,000 a week. 

Asked what he thought of the fu- 
ture of sound pictures, S. L. Rothafel, 
guiding genius of the Roxy theater 
and a pioneer in presenting sound 
films, said he did not believe the new 
invention would displace from _ the 
programs of the big metropolitan thea- 
ters the diversified entertainments 
composed of musical renditions and 
stage features. 


“The sound picture will, however, 
be a boon to the small theater when 
it is finally perfected,” he said. 

L. Warner, of Warner Broth- 


ers, takes a more enthusiastic view 


“It is not the novelty of the talk- 
ing picture that will wear out,” he 
saidg “It is the novelty of the silent 
picturg that has worn out.” 


Mr.’ Warner believes about 80 per 
cent of the motion picture players will 
survive the change, but that many new 
personalities and many new stars will 
be developed by the “talkies.” 

Joseph W. Schenck, president of 
the United States Artists corpora- 
tion, takes the opposite view. 

“Talking pictures are a novelty,” 
he said. “Pictures are on a silent 
ground. Sound reproduction, how- 
ever, is an asset to pictures. The 
sound of a zeppelin would enhance a 
drama and a knock on a window 
would build up a mystery play. But 
I do not think people will want talk- 
ing pictures long.” 

The fact is that most of the large 
organizations are making pictures in 
such a way that they can be used with 
or without sound. 

There are 19,000 theaters in the 
United States and fewer than p00 
are equipped with sound installation, 
so the development of the sound pic- 
ture is limited by the speed at which 
sound installations can be made. Ac- 
cording to the Western Electric com- 
pany about 1,000 installations will be 
made this year. 

Sidney Kent, general manager of 
the Paramount corporation, announces 
that 70 new pictures will be released 
during the year; 50 will be available 
in both “silent” and “sound” prints.

Although Liverpool cables were 
rather indifferent, the market here 
opened steady at net gains of 8 to 12 
points. The initial advance, however. 
was soon lost on the first flurry of 
realizing which carried the price lev- 
el back to 1 point below yesterday's 
close. Near the end of the first hour 
a good demand developed on unfavor- 
able crop accounts and fears of rains 
in the eastern belt, where moisture 
is considered favorable to weevil ac- 
tivity. October ultimately traded up 
to 18.41 and December 18.46 or 29 
to 31 points above the early lows 
and 28 points over the previous close, 

Business tapered off at these lev- 
els and prices fluctuated aimlessly 
within the early range and gradually 
eased off under spasmodic profit-tak- 
ing, October trading to 18.20 and De- 
cember 18.27. The deliveries closed 
at these prices, net 6 to 9 points lower.
